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DETAILED ACTION 
Amendment 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of the amendment filed on December 27, 2005. In the 
amendment claims 28-30, 32, 35, 36, 38, 39 and 44 were amended. Currently, claims 28-44 
remain in the examination. 

Drawings 

2. Formal drawings submitted on December 27, 2005 is approved and entered. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on April 15, 2002 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of co-pending 
application US Serial No. 10/342,433 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 28-44 are allowed. 

5. The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
directed at a wireless bar code reader system. The system is comprised of a wireless hand- 
supportable barcode reader in two-way RF communication with a base station, which is 
connected to a host system. The barcode reader is further comprised of a housing, a barcode 
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reading mechanism, a first RF transceiver circuit, a data packet group buffer, a data transmission 
circuit, and a device controller. The base station is comprised of a housing, a second RF 
transceiver circuit, and a base station controller. The base station generates and transmits a 
reference signal. The hand-supportable portable reader receives the reference signal, and the 

5 hand-supportable reader is within or outside of the predetermined communication range. When 
the reader is within the range, the reader automatically transmits the information accumulated in 
the data packet group buffer. If the reader is outside the range, barcode information is 
automatically collected and stored in the data packet group buffer. Such portable two-way 
wireless barcode reader system is not disclosed or suggested by the cited references.
